Senator Bayard is a man 
of conspicuous ability and unimpeaehed 
integrity, and of his present devotion to 
the Union there can be no question, 
but that is not enough to say of a Dem- 
ocratic candidate for President of the 
United States. The man who aspires 
to that position, with any hope of win- 
ning it, must show a war record as clear 
as crystal, or the people will have none 
ol him."
